New York, May 10 (By A; P.).—An 
apparently concerted. effort was 
launched today by Queens county of- 
ficials to overtake detailed reports that 
Mrs. Ruth Brown Snyder, facing sen- 
tence of death for murder of: her hus- 
band, was in a state of nyganyee ware 
lapse in her'cell, — 

The extreme effect of such collapse. 
might have been to serid Mrs. Snyder 
to an asylum and to indefinitely post- 
pone her sentence. Stories of the al- 
leged breakdown of the “iron-nerved 
blonde,” as she has been termed, ap- 
peared in virtually every morning and 
afternoon paper today. 

Frank F. Fox, warden of the county 
jail, declared Mrs. Snyder “is in as good 
health as she has been since she was 
admitted. 

Dr. James De Rose, who visited the 
prisoner last night, said he had found 
her in the nervous .state usual to 
women who had- undergone @ severe 
neryous strain, and. the district attor- 
ney’ 3 office asserted: ‘that, except for 
a brief spell of. weeping, Mrs. Snyder |. 
ha@ shown “no emotion since the vers: 
dict. 

Henry Judd Gray, the little Hast Or- 
ange, N. J. corset salesman, who. was 
found guilty with. Mrs. Snyder, his’ mis- 
tress,-of the murder of her husband, 
Albert Snyder, magazine -rt editor, took 
his fate stoically; jail attaches reported. 
He ate a “good breakfast, ” they said, 
wrote letters, stretched | an arm out be- 
tween the bars of his :ell to feel the air, | 
and read his Bible. They described him 
as one resigned to fate. 

Mrs. Snyder and Gray are-to be 
sentenced Monday. Death sentence js 
mandatory with first degree- murder 
verdicts. No announcement of the usua! 
appeals was made by their counsel. 

All ‘the jurors who last night ‘con- 
victed’ Mrs. Ruth Brown Snyder and 
her lover, Henry Judd Gray, East 
Orange, N..J., corset salesman, ‘of first 
degree murder for the killing of Mrs. 
Snyder’s husband, Albert Snyder, be- 
lieved that the widow lied in her tes- 
timony, according to a member of the 
jury who refused to allow the use of his

Wide Area to Be Combed Is

The seventy-second hour of the 
Nungesser-Coli transatlantic flight at- 
tempt arrived last night at midnight 
without any authentic information, to 
bolster a hope that they had not 
crashed somewhere at sea. 

From both sides of the Atlantic fast 
ships already were quartering beneath 
the air route taken by the French 
‘plane. The searchers will be aug- 
mented rapidly under orders of the 
American and French Navy depart- 
ments, 

American and Canadian “bank” fish- 
etmen-and channel luggers were alert 
on the chance that the extra buoyancy 
of the French plane may have kept-the 
two pilots afloat. 

Meanwhile, echoes of the erroneous 
reports of the flight’s success con- 
tinued to reverberate in Paris and to a 
less degree in Washington. French pa- 
pers apologized for the error with Va- 
rious. explanations, and the State De- 
partment made public the. suggestion 
of Ambassador Herrick that a flight by 
Americans at this time might be “mise 
interpreted.” 

Hope. Hangs on Thread. 

New York, May 10 (By A. P.) —Hof 
for the rescue of the French aviators, 
Capts. Nungesser and Coli, appears 
to hang by the tenuous thread that 
they may have been picked up at sea 
by Newfoundland fishermen or by some 
small coasting vessel off Ireland. 

Overdue a full day here on their 
airplane flight from Paris, the fate of 
the French war aces has become @& 
mystery of the sea. Wireless stations 
from New York to Labrador sputtered 
méssages today in. all directions asking 
steamships in their courses to hunt for 
the ayiators. But none reported sight- 
ing the White Bird, which hopped off 
so bravely from Le Bourget field with 
the skull and cross bones and death’s 
head marked on the white pa: as 
if to defy the elements. 

The United States and French gov- 
ernments, instituting searches for the 
missing men today, appeared balked in 
their early efforts to locate the plane, 
The White Bird has not been sighted 
since she was seen flying northwest at 
Carrag island, Kerry, and Kilrush, 
County Clare, Ireland, at 11 o’clock 
Sunday morning, so that the aviators 
may have been forced down anywhere 
along the remaining 3,200 miles of the 
water course. 


Difficulties of Search.

ATTACK ON CHRISTIAN 
IDEALS GROWS. HE SAYS. 


Declares That Church Lobbies 
Should. Not Try to Influ- 
ence Legislation. 


A scathing arraingment of social and 
moral evils was made by the Rt. Rev. 
James E. Freeman, bishop of Washing- 
ton, in his annual message. to the 
diocese of Washington at the opening 
session of the thirty-second annual con- 
vention of the diocese at the Church 
of the Epiphany last night. The cleri- 
cal and lay delegates from the 58 
parishes represented were visibly moved. 

That the attack on Christian institu- 
tions and Christian ideals and princi- 
ples is growing in force and violence 
was asserted by the Bishop. “There are 
conspicuous signs here in free America 
that the virus of this anti-Christian 
propaganda is touching with deadening 
power institutions that we cherish and 
hold sacred,” continued the bishop, 
“the high moral and ethical standards 
that we believe re indispensible to our 
domestic social and industrial life are 
ruthlessly set aside, and no adequate 
substitute furnished to take their place. 

The Christian pulpit must not be 
converted into a rostrum for the dis- 
cussion of political themes the bishop 
told the delegates, and he further de- 
clared that the Christian Church “stuli- 
fies itself where it attempts, through an 
organized lobby, to influence the course 
of legislative action.” 

Recent literary attacks on the min- 
istry and national historical characters 
came in for attention from the bishop 
when he said: 

“The popular novel of the day cari- 
catures the ministry and sets at naught 
its beneficent service, while more mod- 
ern studies of the men who gave this 
republic its birth disclose their vul- 
garity and vicious ways of living.” 

There will be a celebration of holy 
communion for the delegates to the 
convention at the Church of the Ascen- 
sion at 8 a. m. today, and the busi- 
ness session will begin at 10 a. m. at 
the same place. Bishop Freeman will 
be host tonight at dinner for the con- 
vention in Ascension Parish hall. 


CAPITAL LACKS CIVIC — 
PRIDE, SPEAKER SAYS 


Government Employment and 
Lack of Suffrage Cited 
at City Club. 


Stagnation of government employ- 
ment, in which jobs are safe and ad- 
vancement does not depend on ability, 
the narrow homes in which fhany resi- 
dents live, and the lack of suffrage are 
responsible for the lack of civic en- 
thusiasm which characterizes Washing- 
ton, Lieut. Col. H. Edmund Bullis, of 
the speakers’ bureau of the Interna- 
tional Advertising association, told the 
Washington Advertising club yesterday 
in the City club. 

Government. clerks do not have an 
incentive to better themselves and 
their city, he declared. 

“The government gives them their 
vacation and sick leave and why 
shouldn’t it give them means of recre- 
ation and hospital service,” he said. 
“They feel it is-an imposition to have 
to support out of their modest salaries 
the civic and charitable instiutions of 
the District and have come to depend 
on gifts from outsiders.” 

The keenness of competition in the 
commercial life of other cities is re- 
sponsible for the greater alilveness and 
civic pride which contrasts with the 
lack of pride in Washington, he added. 
Sixty per cent of the people of Wash- 
ington live in narrow houses which re- 
strict their outlook and keep the people 
to themselves. The vote would not be 
@ panacea but would help a great deal 
to better the spirit of the city, he said.

BLOGKED BY COURT RULE 


Caveat Checks’ Appointment 
of Administrator of Estate 
_of Dr. E. E. Tull. 


RELATIVES FIGHT HIS WILL 


Special to The Washington Post. 


Salisbury, Md.,, May 10.—Relatives of 
Dr. Edward E. Tull won the first judi- 
cial skirmish to have the will of the 
wealthy surgeon set aside when the 
Somerset county orphans court today 
admitted a caveat. prohibiting the ap- 
pointment of a permanent administra- 
tor until the document is contested in 
the circuit court next September. The 
caveat charges that Dr. Tull did not 
make a will, but died on April 29 in- 
testate and that the $1,250,000 estate 
should be divided between a sister, Mrs. 

Henry Baker, of. Baltimore, and 
George H. Jones, a brother, of Fair- 
mount, Md. 

The document being contested is 
dated January 13, 1922, and bequeaths 
the entire estate, with the exception 
of small annuities monthly. to former 
nurses and employes, to Edna Jane 
Davy, 13-year-old protege of the sur- 
geon. Ruth Davy, Edna’s sister, is 
also to receive an annuity of $300 per 
month for the rest of her life. 

The Baltimore Trust Co. of Baltimore 
was granted papers of administration 
pendente lite to administer the estate 
until the rightful heirs are determined. 
The letters were granted on petition of 
attorneys for the trust company, which 
was not opposed by H. Filmore Lank- 
ford, counsel for the relatives. 

While the disposition of a $1,000,000 
fortune was at stake Edna and Ruth 
Davy, the chief beneficiaries, remained 
at a girls’ school in Baltimore, in which 
they were entered three years ago by 
Dr. Tull. No relatives or other bene- 
ficiaries appeared, though a corps of at- 
torneys were prepared to represent the 
latter and the trust company. 

The caveat cites every reason recog- 
nized by law why.the surgeon’s- will 
should not be admitted to probate and 
declares the “alleged will and testa- 
ment was not signed by Dr. Edward E. 
Tull, that it was not executed when 
he was in a sound and disposing mind, 
that it was procured by undue in- 
fluence, that it was procured by fraud 
and that its contents were not known 
to him.” 

The paper was taken from ‘a safe de- 
posit x in the Peoples Bank, of 
Somerset, after Dr. Tull’s death.

Locked in a gas-filled room in the

responded with vigorous handclapping 
when Frederick A. Delano, of the Na- 
tional Capital park and planning com- 
mission, called on them to help in 
pbuilding up sentiment for developing 
the city. 


Mr. Delano told the delegates that he 
looked with disfavor on the recent ac- 
tion of the local zoning commission 
in raising the height limit for bulidings 
from 110 feet to 130 feet. He said he 
thought it would be better to keep the 
limit around the standard limit of 85 
feet which prevails in European capi- 
tals, and he asked the delegates to ‘‘ive 
the city the benefit of their advice on 
the question. 


Does Not See Vote. 


Mr. Delano said in passing, ‘Congress 
is not going to give us the vote here, 
and I am not sure that they should.” 

Representative Frederick N. Zihlman, 
of Maryland, presided at the meeting. 
The first speaker was Lieut. Col. Ulysses 
S. Grant 3d, executive officer of the 
National Capital park and planning 
commission and officer in charge of 
public buildings and public parks. 

Col. Grant outlined the development 
of the plan of Washington, and told 
some amusing stories concerning that 
development. In 1873, he said, while 
his grandfather, President Ulysses S. 
Grant, was in office, the then officer 
in charge of public buildings and 
grounds told the President that the roof 
of the White House. was in poor con- 
dition and was a menace to the occu- 
pants. But it was not until this year, 
Col. Grant said, that the work of*re- 
pairing the roof was started. 

Mr. Eliot, the next speaker, said in 
his opinion East Capitol street was the 
best site for the proposed State build- 
ings. -It is proposed to erect these 48 
‘buildings by 1932, when the 200th an- 
niversary of the birth of George Wash- 
ington will be celebrated here. 

Mr. Eliot agreed with other experts 
that: Washington’s “housing problem 
would be solved by distributing the 
population in satellite cities on the 
outskirts of the city proper. 


Holds Park Site Ideal. 


Speaking of the proposed stadium in 
Anacostia park, he declared that there 
was a great need for one and that he 
thought the site he proposed was ideal. 
He announced Congress would be asked 
to appropriate $10,000,000 for the pur- 
chase of neighborhood recreational 
parks. 

Mr. Olmsted in describing the pro- 
posed parks, said they would not be like 
playgrounds, although they would in- 
clude playgrounds.. They would be 
larger, he said, and would embrace al- 
most every kind of recreation and in- 
terest of young and old. They would go 
a long way, he said, in bringing happi- 
ness to the people of the neighborhood 
and in arousing and/maintaining com- 
munity spirit. In some communities, it 
was explained, the land is waiting to 
be utilized for such parks, but in others 
land would have to be condemned. 

Mr. Bennett described in detail the 
plan for grouping the Commerce, Jus- 
tice, Archives, Internal Revenue, Gen- 
eral Accounting and other buildings in 
the triangle between Pennsylvania ave- 
nue and the Mall. One plan which is 
likely to be adopted, he said, calls for 
slicing off a part of the square bounded 
by Pennsylvania avenue and E streets, 
Fourteenth and Fifteenth, so as to 
bring the new.Commerce building on a 
line with the Ditsrict building. 


Urges Beautiful Entrances. 


If this is done, he said, a corner of 
the square will be left standing, s0 as 
to separate Pennsylvania avenue and 
the new street that will be created by 
moving the square back. 

Lieut. Col. J. Franklin Bell, retir- 
ing engineer commissioner, told the 
delegates that the best way to achieve 
results in city planning is to bring 
about cooperation between the plan- 
ning commission and the municipal 
officials. 

Milton B. Medary, jr., president of 
the .American Institute of Architects 
and a member of the National Capital 
park and planning cémmission, sug- 
gested that the plans now being made 
reminded the delegates of the strong 
contrast between some approaches to 
the city and other approaches. By 
coming into the city by one route, he 
said, the visitor is greeted by railroad 
yards and’ dumps, while by another he 
is confronted by a glorious vista of 
scenic beauties. He recommended that 
the routes into the city be so arranged 
that a maximum number of visitors 
would enter the city through the more 
attractive gateways. | 

Never in history has the outlook for 
the development of the Capital been 
so bright, George McAneny, former 
president of the Borough of Manhattan, 
declared yesterday at the civic luncheon 
in honor of the/200 delegates to the 
national conference on city planning. 

“I do not think any one in the coun- 
try begrudges the spending of more 
money on the National Capital,” he 
said. - 

Mr. McAneny, who has Jong been 
identified with zoning matters and city 
planning, said Washington has many 
advantages over other cities, one of 
them being the combination of a well- 
ordered city government andthe en- 
gineer corps of the army. 

After the civic luncheon the delegates 
took a 40-mile sight-seeing tour around 
the city, riding in nine buses lent by 
the Washington Railway & Electric Co.

Within, the life of many now living, 
Col. Waldon said, the population of 
the country will be at least doubled. 
The consequence of this, he said, would 
be an acute congestion of traffic. The 
only solution, he said, would be massed 
transportation instead of individual 
motor car travel. 

If massed transportation is to come, 
Col. Waldon, said, the traction com- 
panies will have to so improve their 
service that people will find it to their 
advantage to use the service. 

Col. Waldon cited figures which 
showed that the number of persons 
using street cars and buses in New York 
has been increasing, while the number 
in Detroit has been going down. The 
answer to this, he said, was that in 
New York more people found it to 
their advantage to use the subways, 
elevated cars and buses.

assistant. The general counsel did less 
and less of the detail work and visited 
the offices of the league at infrequent 
intervals.

Rival dry organizations were not slow, 
friends of Wheeler insist, to catch the 
Significance of what was taking place, 
and the scramble to inherit Wheeler's 
mantle began. Dr. Clarence True Wil- 
son, head of the Methodist board of 
temperance and morals, was the first 
to challenge what was believed to be 
the diminishing power of Wheeler. Dr. 
Wilson’s organization, although it 
has worked heretofore in coordination 
with the Antisaloon league, is entirely 
distinct, and during the time that 
Wheeler: was the boss the. board was 
dwarfed in the public eye. 

The struggle soon became three-cor- 
nered, however, through the entrance of 
tional * temperance bureau. When 
Dr. E. W. Dinwiddie, official of the na- 
tional Temperance Bureau.

. Wheeler’s retirement would lead, of 
course, to a siege of politics within the 
dry ranks to determine his successor, 
with Dr. Wilson and Dr. Dinwiddie as 
leading candidates. 

The lack of unity among the prohibi- 
tionists has done more to hurt Haynes’ 
chances than any other one thing. At 
the time prohibition organization went 
into effect the Coolidge administration 
gave Haynes the post as acting commis- 
sioner because it saw no other way of 
meeting the wishes of the militant 
drys. There was no desire on the part 
of Treasury officials to retain Haynes, 
and the factional strife is believed to 
have given them just the opportunity 
they wanted to name some neutral 
agreeable to the administration on the 
ground that it was impossible to name 
any of the candidates brought into the 
conflict by the dry leaders themselves.

LATIMER TAKES ACTION 
TOWARD. OBTAINING GUNS 


Planes to Drop Proclamation 
Promising $10 for Each 
Sefviceable Rifle. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

An official statement that the letter 
given by Henry L. Stimson, personal 
representative of President Coolidge in 
Nicaragua, to Gen. Moncada, liberal 
military chieftain, stating that Ameri- 
can forces would be used “to disarm 
forcibly” any troops who failed to lay 
down their arms, was written “for the 
purpose of assisting Moncada to per- 
suade” his men to disarm, was issued 
yesterday at the State Department. 

The’ department at the same time 
made public the text of the Stimson 
letter which had already been given 
out by Moncada. | 

“The following letter was delivered by 
Col. Stimson to Gen. Moncada at the 
conference at Tipitapa after Moncada 
had agreed to recommend to his troops 
that they should lay down their arms 
and for the purpose of assisting Mon- 
cada to persuade them to do so,” the 
department’s announcement said, the 
text of the letter following. 

The original department announce- 
ment of the developments of the Stim- 
son mission made no mention of this 
letter or of any. direct or indirect threat 
by Stimson that American naval forces 
would be used to disarm any faction 
which did not turn in its arms volun- 
tarily. 

Previously it had been said, but with- 
out authority to quote the State De- 
partment, that Moncada requested 
Stimson to provide him with a com- 
munication including this statement in 
order that he might impress his fol- 
lowers with the necessity of complyng 
wth the dsarmament terms of the 
pacfication agreement. 


, Latimer Seeks Disarmament. 


Managua, Nicaragua, May 10 (By A. 
P.).—Rear _ Admiral Latimer, com- 
mander of the United States naval 
forces in Nicaraguan waters, has taken 
the preliminary steps looking to the 
disarmament of the conservative and 
liberal forces. He has prepared the 
following proclamation, which will be 
printed in thousands, posted and 
dropped from airplanes: 

“The United States government, hav- 
ing accepted the request of the Nica- 
raguan government to supervise the 
elections in 1928, believes general dis- 
armament necessary for the proper and 
successful conduct of such elections 
and directs me to accept the custody 
of the arms @nd ammunition if they’re 
willing to give them up, including 
those of the forces of the government, 
and to disarm forcibly those who do 
not peaceably deliver up their arms. 

“The Nicaraguan government has ex- 
pressed its willingness to deliver the 
arms under its ¢ontrol and I have di- 
rected that such be accepted in the 
game proportion that arms are deliv- 
ered by the forces of the opposing gov- 
ernment. 

“The Nicaraguan government has 
granted general amnesty to all political 
afd armed opponents. To facilitate the 
return to peaceful occupations of those 
heretofore opposing the Nicaraguan 
government, that government will pay 
10 cordobas ($10) to each individual 
delivering a serviceable machine gun 
or rifle-to the custody of the United 
States forces.

where, upon delivery, payment of 10 
cordobas will be made in the presence 
of a commission of United States offi- 
cers.” 

Gen. Moncada, commander of the

CHAPLIN AMUSES COURT 
IN SUIT OVER FILM PLOT 


Crowd Laughs as Comedian 
Borrows Judge’s Spectacles 
to Read Scenario. 


JURY JOINS MERRIMENT 


New York, May 10 (By A. P.).— 
Charlie Chaplin scanned a disinfectant 
salesman’s scenario in ccurt today with 
the naked eye and with two pairs of 
glasses (one pair being the judicial 
spectacles of the judge himself) and 
still could not see any similarity to 
one of his own screen efforts. In fact 


|/he could not see the salesman’s scen- 


ario at all until he held the judge’s 
glasses away from his face like a mag- 
nifying glass or a dowager’s lorgnette. 

It was good “business” while it 
lasted, and the little actor made it 
last some time, seeming to take pleas- 
ure in the merriment that rippled 
through the crowded courtroom where 
he is being sued for $50,000 for pla- 
giarism. And in the laughter both 
judge and jury joined. 

Yesterday, under direct examination, 
Chaplin had said that he did not steal 
the idea for his film, “Shoulder Arms,” 
from a scenario entitled “The Rookie,” 
which Leo Loeb, the disinfectant sales- 
man, says he submitted to the Chaplin 
studids. Today, under cross-examina- 
tion by Mortimer Hays, counsel for 
Loeb, the comedian was asked to read 
from a printed sheet with the Loeh 
scenario and the “action synopsis” of 
“Shoulder Arms” in adjoining columns. 

Chaplin scrutinized the paper with 
expressions of exaggerated concentra- 
tion which brought general laughter. 
He shrugged with a pathetic gesture of 
frustration and the spectators rocked 
in their seats. 

“I’m afraid I can’t read it,” the actor 
apologized to Hays. “I forgot to bring 
my glasses.” 

Nathan Burkan, the comedian’s law- 
yer, handed up his own glasses, and 
Chaplin tried them on his nose and 
then stared blankly at the paper. His 
expression and pantomime of his in- 
ability. to see brought more laughter in 
which Federal Judge Bondy joined. 

Judge Bondy leaned over the bench 
and proffered Chaplin the judicial spec- 
tacles. The actor took them with a bow, 
tried:them forntwards, backwards, as a 
monocle with the extra glass riding 
over one ear, and then as a magnifying 
glass. 

“T can read,” he cried, with a happy 
smile, and the crowd cheered. 

The crowd seemed to consider the 
high light of the day a moment when 
Chaplin spoke of “a quarrel with my 
wife.” He was explaining that in the 
original version of “Shoulder Arms” 
there was a scene in which he appeared 
quarreling with “my wife.” A loud 
laugh greeted this statement, and the 
little actor seemed startled, undecided 
whether to join the merriment or be- 
coms angry. 

“That is,” he added, “she was sSup- 
posed to be my wife in the picture.”

STREAM STILL RISING 
AT BATON ROUGE, LA. 


Town in Path of River When 
Railway Embankment 
Gives Way. 


» New Orleans, May 10 (By A. P.).—Two 
flood crests were approaching Bayou des 
Glaises and the Old river tonight as 
hundreds of residents of the threatened 
district bent every effort to the task of 
reinforcing embankments holding back 
the mounting waters. 

One of the crests, south of Rayville, 
La., with a narrow ridge separating it 
from the other, was that of the waters 
released by breaks In the Arkansas river 
levees. Moving southward to meet wat- 
ers from the Mississippi, freed crevases 
in that system, they have moved upon 
Rayville and Mer Rouge, but at both 
places the water has fallen, indicating 
that the crest had passed. 

The second crest, entering the Tensas 
basin through flood waters streaming 
from breaches in the main Mississippi 
levee system at Cabin Teele and Winter 
Quarters, still was in Madison parish, 
and was due at the mouth of Old river 
between May 11 and May 15. 


Already Over Parishes. 


Already these -waters had covered 
several Louisiana parishes. Those re- 
leased by the cracks ». th two levee 
Systen.s had coverec or threatened 
9,098,840 acres in. northeastern Louis- 
lana. Tallulah, La., was under from 
At St. 
Joseph and Ferriday, below Tallulah, 
water still was rising at the rate of 
five inches in 24 hours, while at 
Sicily. island, in the middle of the Ten- 
sas basin, in northeastern Catahoula 
parish, a rise of a foot and three inches 
had been shown in the last 24 hours, 

The New Orleans weather bureau said 
that the waters in the Tensas basin 
were deeper than when the. waters en- 
tered there in former years and that 
they were moving at a slightly greater 
rate of speed. A flood warning issued 
today estimated that the flood crest 
was moving at a rate of fifteen miles 
a day, which would require from ten 
to fifteen days for it to move down the 
Tensas basin to Old river, almost 200 
miles above New Orleans. 

An inspection trip today showed no 
breaks along Bayou des Glaises. Several 
sand boils had developed, but none was 
considered serious. 


Five-Inch Rise Reported. 


A 5-inch rise was reported along the 
stretch of embankments protecting the 


region to the south and hundreds ‘of’ 


men were fighting to restrain the in- 
land sea, 

Below this section the river was still 
rising at Angola and Baton Rouge and 
remaining stationary between the lat- 
ter point and New Orleans. The Caer- 
narvon crevasse below the Crescent City 
had brought a “all of one-tenth of a 
foot here. 

Backwaters of the Atchafalaya river 
and Bayou des Glaises had swept over 
hundreds of acres of cultivated land in 
Avoyelles and South Rapides parishes as 
the crest of the Red river flood passed 
down stream. 

The gravity of the Bayou des Glaises 
flood threat had caused the abandon- 
ment of stores and the assemblance of 
a fleet of river craft nearby to evacuate 
the residents. 


Levee of Town Breaks. 


Natchez, Miss., May.10 (By A. P.).— 
The, protection levee back of Vidalia, 
La., opposite Natchez, broke this after- 
noon and back water is rapidly ap- 
proaching the town. The break oc- 
curred when sand bags filling a bridge 
of the Missouri Pacific embankment 
were washed out. Residents of the 
town say that it probably will. be 
flooded 2 or 3 feet deep by morning. 

Vidalia citizens had just completed 
a desperate fight to keep the Mississippi 
river from coming through the dykes 
along the river front when back water 
from the Black river, augmented by the 
flow of water through three crevasses 
in Concordia parish, began rising at the 
rate of 5 inches a day. For nearly a 
week every available man in the little 
town has been engaged in the fight 
to bolster the railway embankment 
which serves as a plain levee and to 
raise it high enough to keep the waters 
from the town. 

Virtually all women and children of 
the little town of 700 fled two weeks 
ago, when the Mississippi river made a 
menacing drive against the levees in 
front of the town.

Boston, May 10 (By A. P.).—Dr. Sam- 
uel Eliot today resigned the presidency 
of the American Unitarian association, 
which he has held for 27 years, and 
accepted a call to the pastorate of the 
Arlington Street church, in this city. 

The son of the late Dr. Charles W. 
Eliot, president emeritus of Harvard 
university, Dr. Eliot was born in Cam- 
bridge in 1862. He was graduated from 
Harvard in 1884 and entered the Uni- 
tarian ministry in 1889.

While the Red Cross yesterday under- 
took to bind the wounds ieft in the 
cyclone’s wake, in addition to continu- 
ing its actvities in the flood stricken 
area, the nation-wide collections for 
the flood relief fund rose to $9,751,830, 
leaving nearly $250,000 still to be col- 
lected before the $10,000,000 goal is 
reached. 

Meanwhile Red Cross workers are 
uncertain whether they will be called 
upon to face an emergency of incalcul- 
able» proportions. Should the levees 
break between Baton Rouge and New 
Orleans, and such a break, it is said, 
may occur, 100,000 additional refugees 
would be thrown upon the hands of 
the Red Cross. 

The combined agencies of flood and 
storm have created a situation which is 
matched only: by the existing menace of 
what still may result ffom the crest 
of the flood, as it gradually, very grad- 
ually, moves toward the gulf.. 

Contributions received in Washington 
continued to soar above the summit 
yesterday. Collections up to last night 
aggregated $107,804, which is nearly 
$18,000 in excess of the double quota 
of $90,000. Contributions are still be- 
ing received, and every cent collected 
certainly will be needed, for the $10,- 
000,000 fund obviously will be insuf- 
ficient.

yielded more bodies, the death toll of 
yesterday’s tornado tonight stood at 
80, while many injured fought vainly 
for life. 

Nearly fifteen bodies were revealed 
today as tireless workers combed the 
bricks and timbers for missing per- 
sons known to. have been in the razed 
buildings. 

The Red Cross estimated 350 were in- 
jured, more than 100 seriously. Dr. J. 
M. Hendrickson, of the medical staff 
at the Williamson-Kennedy school, 
where most of the seriously injured 
were concentrated, said he believed a 
dozen patients there would die. Others 
in. private homes were reported in a 
critical condition. 

The tornado started its. work of de- 
struction 2 miles southwest of the city, 
damaged the Missouri Pacific round- 
house and Frisco station, then Jumped 
to the Melbourne hotel and Harris 
house, from which the largest number 
of dead were taken, wiped out most of 
the business section and continued to 
the East Side, where nearly 100 homes 
and a schoolhouse were demolished. 


Workers Are Conscripted. 


The city was turned into a beehive 
of industry today as every man not 
regularly employed was conscripted into 
a clean-up army. Strict military rule 
prevailed. Only relief workers were al- 
lowed in the devastated district he- 
tween 6 p. m.-and 6 a. m. 

The dazed attitude, so evident last 
night and early today, disappeared and 
tonight found Poplar Bluff facing its 
problems with calmness and courage.

PONTIFF SEES RELIGION 
MADE CLOAK TO VICE 


Dramas, Comedies and Pic- 
tures Favoring Sensuality 
Also Under Ban.

Rome, Italy, May 10 (By A. P.).—Pope 
Pius has called upon all the bishops of 
the Catholic Church to aid him to 
the fullest extent ir a@ crusade against 
the printing and. reading of immoral 
books, especially . those which hide 
their lascivities under a cloak of false 
religious mysticism. 

In his name “the supreme sacred 


congregation of the sacred office” has 
sént to bishops throughout the world 
a long document imparting precise in- 
structions for a holy war against ‘“nov- 
els, short stories, dramas, comedies. and 
pictures favoring sensual passions and 
a certain type of lascivious mysticism 
which are now increasing in incredible 
fashion and which every day are gain- 
ing greater circulation.” 

Coming after a series of severe steps 
against immodest dress and: immoral 
customs, the opening of a struggle 
against immoral books is interpreted in 
ecclesiastical circles here as attesting 
to the pontiff’s determination to have 
the Church of Rome lead the world out 
of. moral laxity following the world 
war. 

Has Threefold Purpose. 


The Pope’s new instructions expresses 
a threefold purpose: 

(1) To denounce the danger, espe- 
clally to youth, of immoral books 
which, because of modern conditions, 
have gained an enormous circulation at 
places and prices making them widely 
accessible; 

(2) To invoke the aid of the bishops 
and the diocesan clergy in reading and 
banning books whose number is too 
great to permit detailed examination 
by the authorities of the Holy See; and 

(3) To call to the attention of Catho- 
lics that the reading of evidently im- 
moral books constitutes a mortal sin 
whether or not such books have been 
expressly condemned by the ecclesiasti- 
cal authorities or have been registered 
on the index of forbidden books. 

The Holy See, says the document, is 
horrified not only by the existence of a 
huge number of books brazenly depict- 
ing the minutest details of sensual 
vices, but by the spread of works which 
dare to justify morbid sensuality by 
false mysticism, shamelessly in¥oking 
God and religion. 

Quoting scripture, the document 
says that “faith without good works is 
dead,” and asserts that “‘in view of the 
great frailty of human nature “and 
its great tendencies toward sensual 
pleasures,” nothing can justify the pic- 
turing‘ of immoral and sensual pleas- 
ures. Neither splendor or style. of 
writing nor acctrate psychological 
analyses in accordance with modern 
theoriés, nor the fact that punishment 
follows vice and remorse follows aban- 
don, can justify such works, the docu- 
ment continues. 


Must Use Judgment. 


“It is no- wonder that the worid, 
seeker as it is of itself even to the point 
of despising God, should delight in 
these books,” the document says, “but 
it is painful that writers, calling them- 
selves Christians, should write them.” 

The document orders bishops to 
watch .carefully publications in their 
dioceses, condemning freely those con- 
sidered improper and publishing their 
names in the diocesan bulletins. 

Moreover, the document points out to 
Catholics that the “church, by general 
laws, already has established that bad 
books, offending gravely good. customs,

Kelly, Charged With Killing 
Actor, Pale as Autopsy 
Surgeon Testifies. 


MISS MACKAYE IS CALM! 


Los Angeles, May 10 (By A. P.).— 
Paul Kelly, athletic film actor, charged 
with having murdered Ray Raymond, 
stage actor, in a fist fight over the af- 
fections of the latter’s wife, went to 
trial today before a jury of nine women 
ani three men. 

Kelly’s fare was pale and drawn as 
he listened to the testimony of the 
autopsy surgeon which deal‘ with the 
condition of Raymond’s body and the 
cause of his death. Mrs. Raymond, 
known on the stage as Dorothy 
Mackaye, watched calmly the opening 
proceedings in Superior Judge Burfhell’s 
court. 

County Autopsy Surgeon A. F. Wag- 
ner, under questioning of Prosecuting 
Attorney Forrest Murray, testified that 
Raymond died of hypostatic pneu- 
monia, which he explained a a con- 
gestion of blood in the lung which fol- 
lowed a cerebral hemorrhage. The 
prosecution contends that hemorrhage 
was caused by the beating inflicted by 
Kelly. 

The witness said Raymond’s body 
bore bruises or contusions upon the 
right shoulder, the head, the chest and 
the shins, ind that two ribs were found 
fractured. He testified that the large 
contusion upon the chest might have 
been caused fon. a knee presesed upon 
it, or from a glancing kicr 

Wagner declared the only vital organ 
found in other than normal condition 
was the liver, which was fatty. The 
prosecutor brought out from the wit- 
ness that this might have been inheri- 
ted or caused by alcoholism and that 
it was a condition existing in many 
persons. 

W. I. Gilbert, defense counsel, had 
declared in his opening statement to 
the jury that he would show that Ray- 
mond died as the result of alcoholism 
and physical illnesses. 

Mrs. Lottie Cedarbloom, of Forest 
Hill, N. Y., mother of the slain actor, 
testified that her son was 39 years old 
and that she had not Known of any 
trouble between him and the defend- 
ant. Her voice quavyered and sank so 
low during her testimony that the clerk 
read her answers that the jury might 
hear. 

The jury in the afternoon went to 
the Hollywood home of Raymond to 
view the scene of his death fight with 
Kelly.

Another legal battle over trial of the 
Fall-Sinclair conspiracy charge will be 


fought out before Justice William Hitz, 
of the District Supreme court Friday, 
with the government’s special counsel, 
Atlee Pomerene and Owen J. Roberts, 
again seeking postponement and coun- 
sel for Fall and Sinclair again attempt- 
ing to have a court of justice decide 
the issue for their clients. 

Justice Hitz has set the date for 
trial on May 23 next, after granting 
the government counsel a month’s delay 
but refusing a postponement of six 
months or more. Justice Hitz said at 
that time that it was so unusual for 
citizens charged with violation of the 
law to appeal for trial and to oppose 
delay that he was not inclined to re- 
fuse the appeal. The date first set 
for the trial was April 25 last. 

Defense counsel, George P. Hoover, 
Martin W. Littleton, Mark B. Thomp- 
son and William E, Leahy, maintain | 
that the indictment brought against 
their clients was returned three years 
ago and that the latter are entitled to 
have a court of justice dispose of the 
case. Postponement now will prob- 
ably mean another year’s postponement, 
they fear, and even at the end of that 
time trial might be uncertain on ac- 
Munt of the condition of the health 
of Former Secretary of the Interior 
Fall, who last winter suffered a severe 
attack of double-pneumonia with heart 
complications. 


Postponement Sought. 


Government counsel, on the other 
hand, are asking for postponement on 
the ground that they have not been 
able to serve subpenas on H. M. Black- 
mer, former chairman of the board of 
the Midwest Refining Co., and J. E, 
O’Niel, former president of the Prairie 
Oil & Gas Co. The civil trial of the 
Fall-Sinclair case, or the Mammoth 
Oil Co., equity case, was postponed sev- 
eral times more than two years ago be- 
cause government counsel declared 
they were trying to obtain the testi- 
mony of Blackmer and O’Niel, who were 
then and still are in Europe and have 
made statements through letters roga- 
tory which they decline to elaborate 
on the ground that there is no reason 
for their returning here to become tied 
up in the seemingly endless court pro- 
ceedings. 

In filing their motion for another 
postponemem, the government’s spe- 
cial counsel state that the subpenas 
for these witnesses were not placed in 
the hands of American consuls for 
service until about April 25 last, and

testimony. 

Mr. Roberts repeats his previous as- 
sertions as to the importance of post- 
poning the trial until the testimony of 
James. W. Zevely, of Sinclair counsel, 
and A. E. Humphreys, former owner of 
the Humphreys-Mexico Co. and the 
Humphreys-Texas Co., could be ob- 
tained.

Testimony Important, 


In their brief to the Supreme Court, 
‘defense counsel lay great stress on

Geneva, Switzerland, May 10 (By A. 
P.).—-Stabilization of tariffe meets with 
the approval of the American delega- 
tion at the international economic con- 
ference, Speaking of the resolutions 
introduced’ by M. Serruys, of France, 
whereby countries shall agree only to 
make tariff changes at long intervals 
and refrain from unduly increasing 
protective tariffs, Norman H. Davis, of 
the American delegation, declared to- 
day that he was in substantial accord 
with this view. 

Jean Lepse, president of the Russian 
soviet metal workers’ organization, de- 
livere@? a speech which contrasted 
greatly with the moderate Russian ut- 
terances of last week. He declared 
that the only way of improving the 
condition of the workers was for them 
to carry on a class struggle and unite 
internationally. 

This evoked caustic replies from M. 
Jouhaux, representing the European 
workers, and Signor Olivetti, secretary 
of the Italian fascist industrial con- 
federation. M. Jouhaux warned the 
soviet delegates that if they wished 
effectively to cooperate with interna- 
tional conferences they must refrain 
from adopting two attitudes, one dic- 
tated by the necessity of assistance, 
the other by a desire to, propagandize, 
which meant that cooperation was im- 
possible. He charged that the Russian 
trade unions had always refused to col- 
laborate with western trade unions or 
ameliorate the condition of the work- 
ers. He added that charity should be- 
gin at home, end that the soviet did 
not treat the workers satisfactorily. 

Signor Olivetti declared that there 
was more suffering among the popula- 
tion of Russia than in any other coun- 
try. 


COMMISSION PLANS 
WAVE-LENGTH SHIFTS 


(By the Associated Press.) 


A general shifting of wave lengths for 
broadcasting stations wil be necessi- 
tated by a new reallociation plan the 
Federal radio commission is working 
out, one of its members, H. A. Bellows, 
announced yesterday. When the plan 
is in full operation, he predicted that 
few of the more than 600 stations now 
operating would retain their present 
wave lengths. 

The commission expects to have the 
plan completed in about ten days, and 
stations objecting to the assignment 
given them will be given an opportu- 
nity to protest. As a general rule, the 
commission hopes to give old estab- 
lished stations with popular programs 
a channel for full time operation and 
to separate every radio station in large 
centers like New York and Chicago by 
50 kilocycles from neighbors. 

The principles covering the realloca- 
tion have been sufficiently well devel- 
oped by the commission’s investigation 
so far, Commissioner Bellows said, to 
make it certain that every station will 
get some sort of a radio channel on 
which to continue operations. At pres- 
ent, and until the new reallocation is 
made, the commission does not intend 
to accept any applictaions for new radio 


station construction,

San Diego, Calif., May 10 (By A. P.). 
Capt. Charlies A. Lindbergh hopped off 
here at 3:65 o’clock this afternoon on 
a nonstop flight to St. Louis in the 
plane which he plans to fly from New 
York to Paris. 

Lindbergh, a former air mail pilot, 
hoped to reach St. Louis at 11 a. m.

Commander Richard E. Byrd, who 
last night celebrated the first anniver- 
sary of his record-making flight over 
the north pole, declared “every pilot 
will grieve at their failure and we can 
only hope that they are safe at some 
remote point.” 

Lloyd W. Bertaud, navigator of the 
Bellanca monoplane in which he and 
Clarence D. Chamberlafn plan to start 
fot Paris tomorrow, expressed the be- 
lief that the White Bird was forced 
down because of rain turning to ice 
on the wings. “They made a brave 
try,” he said, “and it must be the 
sincerest hope of every aviator that 
this try has not been fatal.” 

Chamberlin declared it “an wunfor- 
tunate thing for aviation that they 
have failed. Their ‘Success would have 
been good for all of us. The failure 
of one is bad for all of us, but above 
everything, let us hope that they are 
safe.” 

Lincoln Ellsworth, who flew over,the 
north pole in the dirigible Norge, said 
the apparent failure of the flight 
“should not discourage aviation.” “In 
every effort,” he said, “some good is 
achieved.” 

Lieut. Walter Minton, who as pilot 
of the navy seaplane NC-4, in the first

The collection of rare editions of old books 
is a fascinating hobby, whose hold on the 
“‘ibliophile the passage of time serves but to 
It may also develop into a highly 
profitable occupation, as the records of the 
prices recent?y obtained at the dispersal sale 
of the Britwell library abundantly testify. 

Poets, dramatists, philosophers, romance 
writers, chroniclers, diarists, essayists—these 
have been hitherto the main pabulum of col- 
lectors. - Business books, strange to say, have 
been rather neglected, and yet these are the 
very ones that give luminous insight into the 
intimate details of life in the period in which 
they were produced. The omission is now 
being rectified, for the school of business of 
Columbia university, New York, has enthusi- 
astically started to build up a really. important 
business library, enriched by spoils of olden 
times gathered from every nation under the 
sun, 

Some of the volumes and manuscripts al- 
ready acquired are precious in their rarity and 
valuable for the information they give on his- 
torical events and on ethical and other ques- 
tions. For example, the estimate made in 1799 
‘by one Citoyen David—otherwise unknown to 
fame—of the cost of the projected invasion of 
England by Napoleon is of extreme interest, 
not to military people alone, but also to every 
one whose pocket has suffered from the ex- 
penses involved by the recent great war. 
Lovers of freedom and humanity will find 
much to ponder in the instructions given to 
the commander of the Judith Snow and the 
accounts kept by that worthy, for the Judith 
Snow was a slave ship trading to the coast 
of Africa in 1728 for negroes to be sold on 
the return voyage at:Jamaica, the Barbados, 
and other West Indian islands. Evidently the 
commander and his employers considered that 
they were engaged in a perfectly legitimate 
business, for instructions and accounts are 

alike interspersed with pious ejaculations and 
noble sentiments. : 

Those—and they are many—who revel in 
the details of literary history will rejoice. to 
find, in a report of the English “publick’”’ 
accounts for 1688-1691, the entry of the pay- 
«ment of two years’ salary to the true blue 
Protestant poet laureate, Thomas Shadwell, 
who displaced ‘“‘Glorious John” Dryden when 
William and Mary came to the throne, and 
that the amvuunt for the two years was £600.

The automobile has been its own enemy in 
urban transportation. For a brief period it 
robbed public utility carriers of their passen- 
gers, but as its use for transportation to the 
office and shopping zones increased, the traffic 
problem was created, until today the public 
is beginning to realize that the individually- 
owned and operated automobile during busi- 
ng4ss hours is a liability rather than an asset. 
New York city, because of its geographical 
restrictions, knows what the saturation point 
for the automobile will be like, and in that 
city street car and bus riding has increased. 
In Detroit, however, a directly opposite con- 
dition obtains. 

Street railway and bus operators have be- 
gun to sense the change. An Eastern city is 
witnessing an experiment with pneumatic- 
tired street cars. Even in Washington the 
sight of luxuriously upholstered buses and 
street cars, in which one may recline with all 
the comfort of the fireside chair, is not un- 
usual. Street railway advertising has begun 
to stress the parking problem as compared 
with the comfort and convenience of street 
cars. Mass transportation is bound to be the 
development of the future, for no other ade- 
quate use can be made of every square inch 
of street surface, 


START THE FOUNTAINS. 


Although many of the spring blossoms have 
bloomed and faded in the parks, and in spite 
of the fact that the maples, oaks and elms 
are in full glory, the park authorities have 
not started the fountains which add so much 
to the beauties of the Washington breathing 
places. 

Ten days ago workmen cleaned out the big 
bowl of the fountain that ornaments the 
Avenue front of the Treasury, but thus far 
the only water which has moistened that bowl 
has been the rain of heaven. That particu- 
lar fountain, when covered, as it will be if 
again given a chance, with the graceful fes- 
toons of the mossy stone crop, has for many 
years attracted the admiration of every visi- 


tor with an eye to beauty. 


Washington’s fountains have always added 
markedly to the attractiveness of the parks 
about which .we pride ourselves, and it is 
dificult to understand why the authorities 
do not turn on the water.. The Bartholdi 
fountain in the Botanic garden has been 
taken down and stored away pending the 
action of Congress in providing the funds for 
the purchase of the. new location for the 
garden. But there are a score of others 
which should be in full .operation today. 


HELP THE MEMORIAL FUND. 


With $131,000 in cash and pledges in the 
hands of the treasurer, and but $24,000 addi- 


tional needed before contracts can be let, the. 


campaign committee raising funds for the 

erection of a memorial to Washington’s 535 
war dead has decided to continue its work in- 
definitely until the entire amount needed is 
raised. It would have been foolish to discon- 
tinue the work with the goal so near at hand. 
Thousands of Washingtonians have already 
made up their minds that they will subscribe to 
the project, It is only necessary that they be 
visited to actually obtain the cash or the pledge. 
It was a wise decision that continued the solic- 
iting organization. : 

The drive just completed was undertaken in 
the face of an important Red Cross fund rais- 
ing campaign and it was only natural that one 
or the other had to suffer. Fortunately, the 
more urgent of the two, the Red Cross drive 
for flood relief, has been oversubscribed. 
With the Red Cross accomplishment fresh in 
their minds, however, the war memorial work- 
ers, who have already accomplished much, 
should be spurred on to fresh efforts. Wash- 
ington cherishes,the memory of her dead and 
will provide a memorial for them. Let the 
committee proceed. The citizens will respond. 


CUTTING DOWN THE DEBT. 


The calling of the remainder of the second 
Liberty bonds by the Treasury is another his- 
toric move in the long list of achievements of 
that department in the reduction of the war 
debt. 

The second Liberty bonds were issued No- 
vember 15, 1917, redeemable on or after 
November 15, 1927, and payable November 15, 
1942, bearing 4 per cent interest. Most of

able in 1927 and payable in 1942. ~ 

' This calling of the second Liberty bonds 
leaves only three of the five war-time bond 
issues remaining—the first, third and fourth

While we have been mixing in with 
the affairs of other peoples, and other 
governments, we have permitted an in- 
sidious and dangerous foe to obtain @ 
foothold among our people, a foe that, 
unless its activities are curbed with a 
strong hand, will undermine our in- 
stitutions and bring about a great na- 
tional calamity that will be world-wide ' 
in its effects, for it will prove democracy 
to be a failure, and that a people can 
not govern themselves..

(By the Associated Press. y 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
hearings on. the - project of the Van 
Sweringen interests for acquisition by 
the Chesapeake & Ohio railroad of the 
Erie & Pere Marquette systems, got un- 
der way yesterday with the introduction 
into the record of a mass of statistical 
data relating to the plan. Witnesses 
called yesterday did little more than 
identify and declare the authenticity of 
the many documents. Charles Mahaf- 
fie, the commission’s finance director, 
presided. 

Neither O. P. Van. Sweringen or M. J. 
Van Sweringen, the Cleveland brothers 
who are identified with the ownership 
of the railroads involved in the merger 
project, was present. Herbert Fitz- 
patrick, counsel for the Chesapeake & 
of as- 
sistants, conducted ‘the representation 
for that railroad,. while in. opposition 
to the consolidation proposal appeared 
Henry W. Anderson, of Richmond, coun- 
sel for a-group of minority stockholders 
of the Chesapeake & Ohio. 

Short line railroads, which operate 
in the territory of: the -railroads con- 
cerned in the merger, also were allowed 
to intervene in the proceedings, though 
Moultrie Hitt, ‘counsel for séveral of 
them, did not indicate whether they 
intended to support or oppose the 
project. 

- When all the statistical data» had 
been introduced, the commission record 
contained a minute description of the 
lines and.terminals of the three rail- 
reads in the tentative merger, and 
complete accqunting figures of the re- 
sult of operations for several years, as 
well as balance sheets which set down 
valuations of the properties. 

The. Chesapeake & Ohio proposes to 
purchase the control of the two other 
railroads from the Van Sweringens and 
ifrom the Nickel Plate: railroad, which 
now o large blocks of the stock of 
the other three. To finance the trans- 
action, the Chesapeake & Ohio pro- 
poses to issue and sell to its present 
stockholders enough new stock to pay 
for the two railroads which it intends 
to Buy. 

Mr. Anderson reserved cross-examina- 
tion of most of the accounting officials 
of railroads who produced the data. 
He did question J. K. Thompson,- as- 
sistant comptroller of the Erie, bringing 
out the statement that current lia- 
bilities of the Erie at- the-end of 1926 
exceeded current assets by about 
$4,000,000 and that Erie subsidiaries 
were accustomed to owe the parent 
corporation on running accounts of 
car.sefvice and rental items as much 
#5 $5,000,000 a year. 

I. L. Pyle, assistant chief engineer of 
the Chesapeake & Ohio, was pressed 
by Mr. Anderson’ for details of trackage 
rights and ownership all along the 
three railroads, and under questioning 
by Mr. Anderson, W. C. Hull, assistant 
to the vice president in-charge of traf- 
fic of the Chesapeake & Ohfo, expressed 
the opinion that the chief advantage 
from the traffic standpoint to be de- 
rived from the merger would be an in- 
crease. of the. number .of outlets for 
the Chesapeake & Ohio railroad. The 
mere consolidation of the railroads, he. 
said, would not necessarily increase the 
amount of business. 


Corporation Is Organized 


To Bay Holdings of C. & 0. 


New York, May 10 (By A. P.).—Or- 
ganization of the Chesapeake corpora- 
tion to acquire the Chesapeake & Ohio 
holdings of the Nickel Plate railroad 
and the Vaness company was an- 
nounced here tonight. The new cor- 
poration is acquiring 600,000 shares of 
C..& ©. common stock, the majority of 
which has heretofore been held by the 
“Nickel Plate,” and, to finance the 
transaction and furnish working cap- 
ital, an issue of $48,000,000 in 5 per 
cent convertible bonds will be offered 
to the public tomorrow. ° 

Of the capital stock of the new cor- 
poration, consisting of 900,000 shares of 
no-par common, a majority will be dis- 
tributed among the 8,000 stockholders 
of the New York, Chicago & 8t. Louis 
Railroad Co. This effects a concentra- 
tion of. the Van Sweringen and “Nickel 
Plate” holdings of C. & O. stock under 
one head. 

‘The bonds, which will be offered at 
94, to yield about 51% .per cent, are se- 
cured by the new corporation’s holdings 
of C. & O. common stock, amounting to 
one share to each $80 principal amount 
of the bond issue. Unless redeemed, the 
bonds will be convertible after May 15.

+ TO CURE BACKACHE STOP POSTURE 


ERBORS. 


R. F. C. HALL thinks fatigue is 

the principal cause of backache. 

Whenever a backache continues 
for a long time an effort should be 
made to find the cause. X-ray exam- 
inations of the backbone made from 
before, back, and from side to side will 
show a bony deformity in many cases. 
One railroad makes such a picture of 
all their engineers before they. go to 
work, and keeps ‘he pictures on file. 
These pictures indicate that a large 
proportion of the people have irregular 
backs, some with and some without 
backache. 


A thorough routine examination will 
show that some people who complain 
of backache have an organic disease 
which is responsible for the back 
symptoms. 


These two groups having been ruled 
out, Dr. Hall thinks bad posture and 
fatigue responsible for most of what is 
left, and there is plenty left. He does 
not think lumbago or rheumatism of 
the muscles of the back is a large fac- 
tor. There is lumbago, of course. 
While the lumbago is acute there is 
plenty of backache. But the rule is 
that it soon goes off the job. The 
causes he lists are: muscle fatigue, 
joint strain, abnormal, bony contacts 
due to bad posture, poor health and 
resultant bad posture, obesity, lack ot 
sleep, overwork and myxoedema. 


To correct the posture errors he 
recommends the following to secure 
ease: 


Put the sufferer to bed. Keep him 
there constantly for several days. He 
should lie on his hack with his knees 
drawn up. His position in bed should 
be one that takes the curves out of his 
backbone — particularly the forward 
curve located in the small of the back. 

Later the subject should stey in bed 
16 hours a day, then 14, and finally, 12

hours. After he gets up he should lie 
flat on the back with the knees drawn 
up for ten minutes of each waking 
hour. 

He may. rest himself by lying on his 
stomach with a pillow under his abdo- 
men. This is a temporary treatment for 
relief. 

It should be followed by exercise to 
uevelop the muscles and to correct the 
errors in posture. 

Among these are: 

1. Lying on back with chest high and 
hands behind the head, raise the legs 
so that the curve is taken o'~* of the 
small of the back. At times raise the 
legs with the knees flexed; at other 
times with the legs straight. 

2. Standing, inhale deeply; hold the 
breath; exhale by using the abdominal 
muscles only. 

3. Standing, raise the shoulders one 
at a time, and alternating. 

4. Deep breathing, while standing 
with the shoulders thrown forward and 
th~ abdomen drawn in.

EAR Viola Paris: I am 17 years 
old, 5 feet 5 inches tall, and 
weight 156 pounds. What can I 

do to reduce? How can 1 reduce large 
hips, bust and abdomen? I have a 
flaky complexion; wha’ can’I do to 
remedy it? I have very dark brown 
hair, brown eyes and medium com- 
plexion. .What colors would be becom- 
ing? What colors of powder and rouge 
should I use? What can 1 do for dan- 
druff? BROWN EYES. 

Answer—You are a good deal over- 
weight. Unless something is organi- 
cally wrong, you ought gradually to 
Jose at least twenty pounds. But the: 
reducing must .be very gradual, ac- 
complished through exercise and diet- 
jag. Your hips, bust and abdomen will 
naturally assume smaller proportions 
as the general weight goes down. If 
you have normal heart action, you can 
exercise strenuously. Tennis, swim- 
ming, basketball, running—all these are 
excellent sports. In addition, take 
bending and floor exercises every day. 
Give up heavy and greasy foods, fat 
meat, potatoes, white bread and butter, 
candy, pastry and ice cream. Eat more 
green vegetables and fresh fruits. Drink 
water only between meals, not with 
them. 

Your skin is probably too dry. Try 
applying a puré emollient cream at 
bedtime—just a thin film of it. 

You ought to be able to wear all the 
fashionahle colors. Blue, green, red, 
beige, pale gray, rose and yellow would 
probably be most becoming. 

Try to match your powder’ to your 
6kin exactly. Rachel or peach, or a 
blend of the two would be my sugges- 
tion. I think that you are too young 
to use rouge. 

True dandruff is rare. 
treated with certain preparations, the 
names of which I can not mention in 
this column. . Most dandruff is merely a 
scale that comes from accumulations 
on the scalp. Apply very hot olive oil 
to the scalp the night before the sham- 
poo.

If desired, one 
boiled egg without butter. 
Luncheon—Vegetable or some clear 
soup; two biscuits; tomato and lettuce 
salad dressed with lemon juice; a raw 
apple. . 
Dinner—A portion of lean meat or 
fish; two vegetables, such as spinach 
and cauliflower; a slice of bran bread; 
raw celeyy; fruit salad with thin French 
dressing. If you are hungry between 
meals, drink one glass of skim milk. 
Take good care of your scalp and of 
your general health, and you will have 
healthy hair. I would advise you to use 
a crude oil pomade on the scalp. Apply

The importance of the above pointe1 
can not be too strongly emphasized. 
Game is the first, foremost and greatest 
desideratum of the Declarer. When 
playing Progressive or Duplicate, game 
carries 125 points with it; when play- 
ing rubbers, two games give a bonus 
of 250 points. Therefore, game should 
be the Declarer’s goal. Game from a 
love score at No Trump is nine tricks, 
at a Major suit ten tricks, and at a 
Minor suit eleven tricks.

Making three Diamonds 
depends upon the position of the 
adverse King. Declarer therefore should 
plan to finesse the Diamonds twice and 
to make up the Spades, losing one 
Spade. In this way the game can be 
made if the Diamond finesses succeed. 
Dummy will only get one more lead, so 
one Diamond finesse must be tried at 
once. 

Yesterday’s answer slip should read: 

On trick 2, North should lead the 
Two of Diamonds, and South should 
play the Queen of Diamonds. If 
Declarer win trick 2, on trick 3 he 
should lead a Spade.
